This  fall  an  exciting  new  program  was  offered 
at  Chelsea  High  School.  The  Pathway  School, 
funded  through  a  grant  by  RJR  Nabisco  as  part 
of  their  Next  Century  Schools  program,  is  an 
alternative  secondary  program  for  students  whose 
needs  have  not  been  met  in  the  traditional  high 
school  setting.  The  program  focuses  on 
interdisciplinary,  project  oriented  academic  courses 
and  community  building  activity.  The  curriculum 
will  be  designed  to  address  those  issues  which 
confront  today’s  adolescents. 

Up  to  fifty  students  will  be  enrolled  as  full-time 
Pathway  School  students.  These  students  spend  the 
morning  and  early  afternoon  at  a  job,  an 
internship,  parenting  a  young  child,  or  engaged  in 
some  other  structured  activity.  From  2:30  to  9:00 
p.m.  each  day  they  are  at  the  high  school, 
attending  classes,  working  on  projects,  preparing 
and  eating  a  communal  supper,  and  meeting  with 
other  Pathway  students  and  teachers.  On  Fridays, 
students  engage  in  activities  such  as  harbor  rowing 
and  theater. 

In  addition  to  full-time  Pathway  students,  all 
other  Chelsea  High  students  have  an  opportunity 
to  take  HELP  courses  through  the  Pathway 
program.  These  courses  are  available  for  credit 
and/or  enrichment. 


Introducing  .  .  .  The  Pathway  Program

There  was 
participation  from  Freshmen,  Sophomores, 
Juniors,  and  Seniors.  Together  they  put  in 
a  lot  of  hard  work  to  come  up  with  terrific 
shots  (Short  plays). 

These  shots  were  based  on  drugs,  alcohol 
abuse,  and  AIDS.  Also,  an  excellent  shot 
was  done  on  teenage  pregnancy.

Theatre  went  to  Shurtleff  School  to 
perform  for  the  7th  and  8th  graders.  They 
did  such  an  impressive  job  that  they  were 
invited  to  return  again  next  year.  What  a 
splendid  delivery.

There  were  many  various  changes  at  Chelsea  High  School  since  September, 
1992.  The  most  important  change  was  that  our  school  created  a  new  system-  The 
TRIMESTER  System.  This  system  replaced  the  traditional  school  curriculum 
system.  It  was  strange  to  each  of  us.  Most  students  and  teachers  worried  whether 
it  worked  well  or  not. 

After  the  first  trimester  ended,  I  felt  that  I  only  went  through  the  halfway 
mark  even  though  all  of  my  teachers  tried  to  go  fast.  Because  we  only  had  60 
days  for  each  trimester,  we  could  not  expand  much  of  our  knowledge.  In 
addition,  I  observed  that  we  did  not  have  any  prerequistes  when  selecting  the 
courses,  and  so  there  were  many  different  levels  in  most  classes.  It  was  very  hard 
for  both  students  and  teachers.  Teachers  were  confused  because  they  did  not 
know  what  they  could  do  -  go  fast  or  slow.  The  homeroom  period  was  considered 
good  and  bad.  It  was  good  for  the  students  who  got  involved  in  school  activities 
because  they  had  time  to  do  their  work  instead  of  staying  after  school.  With 
other  students,  it  did  not  work  well;  it  was  too  long  and  many  were  bored. 

In  the  trimester  system  the  class  lasted  90  minutes.  I  realized  that  in  a  longer 
period  we  had  more  time  to  discuss  and  express  our  opinions.  We  only  had  3 
subjects  in  each  trimester,  and  it  was  easier  for  us  to  concentrate  and  be  able  to 
do  well.  I  observed  that  more  students  made  honor  roll  in  the  trimester  system. 
The  new  attendance  rules  became  more  strict.  A  lot  of  people  were  against  it  at 
the  beginning.  As  time  passed,  it  made  us  realize  the  responsibilities  of  being  a 
student.  Lately,  the  fantastic  program  called  “PRIDE”  was  created.  It  not  only 
encouraged  us  but  also  made  us  more  concerned  and  challenged  in  our  studies. 

Sometimes  when  a  system  is  created,  it  does  not  work  well  at  first.  If  we  are 
patient,  cooperative,  and  learn  from  our  mistakes,  we  will  be  finally  successful.  1 
hope  that  our  new  system  will  work  well,  and  one  day  Chelsea  High  School  will 
be  one  of  the  model  schools  in  Massachusetts.  Whatever  I  will  be  in  the  future,  I 
will  always  remember  that  I  am  a  Chelsea  High  student.  The  school  exposed  me 
to  many  different  experiences  I  could  not  have  had  otherwise.
